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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 17 is objected to because of the following informalities: "the application" 
should correctly be -an application-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 17, 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 17, it is not clear which "application" is intended. 

Regarding claim 28, it is not clear which "non-switchable conductive conduit" is 
intended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 14, 15, 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Rice (6,424,215). 

Regarding claims 1-3, 27 Rice (Fig. 2) discloses a feed forward RF amplifier 
circuit comprising: a signal cancellation loop (LOOP 1 ); an error cancellation loop 
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(LOOP 2); a signal source (RFOUT); a plurality of test/monitor signals 
(207/237(INJECTION POINT)) for monitoring the characteristics of an error cancellation 
loop (LOOP 2), and switch (SW1) is normally closed, but opened if adding the RF input 
to the signal processing of the loop is not desired (see col. 3, lines 49-58). 

Regarding claim 4 an RF input signal is split into two paths and recombined via 
COUPLERS and monitoring the combined signal via COUPLER (253). 

Regarding claim 5, wherein switch (SW1) is normally closed, but opened if 
adding the RF input to the signal processing of the loop is not desired (see col. 3, lines 
49-58) and when the switch is closed both LOOP 1 and LOOP 2 are communicating. 

Regarding claims 14, 15, only specify intended uses of the invention which are 
not given any patentable weight as they do not materially effect to the final product 
claimed. 

Claims 21 , 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gomez (6,275,106). 

Claims 21, 25, Gomez (Fig. 1) discloses a feedforward amplifier comprising: RF 
amplifier (20); coupler can be read as RF monitor; switch (30); and controller (50) 
having the functions thereof and controller (50) is controlling the switch (30). As to 
claims 23, 24, only specify intended uses of the invention which are not given any 
patentable weight as they do not materially effect to the final product claimed. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-13, 16, 18-20, 22, 26 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure. The additional references (Leffel (6,255,903); Miyaji et al. 

(6,710,652)) show further analogous prior art circuitry. 

These arts are deemed relevant and should be carefully reviews before any 
amendment is filed.
